HILE much of the detail of modern business can be 

performed by labor-saving machines, the need of the 
personal element is just as great as it ever was. It is per- 
sonality which builds business. That business is successful 
which has behind it a strong, harmonious human personal- 
ity, even if it is only a little cigar stand ona side street. The 
biggest things in personality are honesty and interest, and as 
a third equation, health. When an employe has all three he 
is valuable and probably has a fair idea of his own value 
as well, hence to keep him up to the best there is in him, to 
strengthen him and encourage him to give the most he can 
give to the business, he must be paid in fair measure accord- 
ing to the value of the service he gives. The employe is a 
sort of stockholder—he is interested in the dividends, and 
he should understand that the dividends depend in part 
upon the efficiency and economy with which his own par- 
ticular work is done. In Kansas City there is a big concern 
well known to the readers of this magazine, whose factory 
workers are paid according to the work they turn out. Each 
machine has a maximum anda minimum scale, and operators 
are encouraged to raise the output above the maximum by 
the knowledge that their pay will increase according to the 
increase in the work they do, and that the company is not 
only willing but anxious to pay more money for every ounce 
of added efficienc y shown.

HE subject of compensation has to do with efficiency, 

which is the watchword of modern business. Efficiency 
means the doing of more things well with the same or less 
expense, and, paradoxical as it may seem, it frequently be- 
comes necessary to add to expense in order to accomplish 
the result for it is not so much the number of 
dollars involved in a transaction as it is the percentage of 
profit made over the cost. Good pay and proper working 
conditions may add to the lump cost, but it were poor econ-

OFFICE MACHINES AND BANK ECONOMIES 
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The Extent to Which Large Banks Go in Efforts 


HE slogan today in all business is cut 
expense; effect an economy; increase 
the profit. Some accomplish it by 
minimizing the cost of labor; reducing the 
overhead; concentrating energies. No mat 
ter—there must be a saving at one or more 
points. 

And that 


simply this: 


Saving means, as one agency, 
The proper use of an office de- 
vice, paying strict attention to its care, will 
go a long way in economizing on time, en 
ergy and money. Indeed, it may be said in 
entire truthfulness that modern office equip 
ment has, outside of heavy machinery, done 
more to bring about a real reduction in ex 
pense than any other one thing. 

Large banks, small banks, too, have come 
to that view and appreciate the worth of 
office devices in a way more than other in 
stitutions.

No one is injured if a good idea impresses others and stimulates them to 
attempt to improve upon it or to invent other things along the same general lines. 
The old idea that there is nothing new under the sun is exploded. There are new 
ideas, in the sense of applications of principles which always were and always will 
be, and one good idea always inspires others. But to be inspired by the idea of 
another, to improve upon it, to carry it further and to open new fields and larger 
opportunities is one thing; but to take it and imitate it is execrable—tt is plain 
piracy and is bad enough in all conscience, but the fellow who pirates an idea and 
then roasts the source from whence he got it is of a certainty a double dyed pirate 
who adds ingratitude to theft. 

But the creator of a useful device or the discoverer of an idea which

After the Day’s Work

XIII. Whose the Fault? 


A correspondent tells me that a prominent advertiser re- 
marked to an audience the other night, while explaining the 
fault of exaggeration which appears in some advertising he 
was discussing, “We sometimes give our advertising writers 
too much latitude 


That is slightly disingenuous. The advertiser who doesn’t 
carefully inspect and read every claim in every bit of copy 
that goes into the publications over his name, when it costs 
him from $200 to $4,000 a page for the space he uses, is indif- 
ferent to his personal interest as well as to that of his stock- 
holders. 

Let’s put the blame where it belongs. 

After eighteen years in the advertising profession, during 
which I have probably met as many advertising managers and 
advertisers as the average man in the business, I have yet to 
find a single expert advertising man who defended in any 
manner, shape or form exaggeration or misrepresentation of 
any kind. 

On the other hand, most advertising managers have known 
advertisers who deliberately gave misinformation about their 
products to the men who wrote their advertising copy. 

Every advertising manager knows that type of the old 
style advertiser who wishes to make his advertisements 
“stronger” by making bigger claims. Without admitting to 
even himself that he was untruthful, he urged his advertise- 
ment writers to “make it stronger.” When it was finally 
“strong enough” it was perilously near the line between truth 
and falsehood. 


I venture the assertion that the movement for honest ad- 
vertising has had more help from the thousands of self-re- 
specting, conscientious advertising men who are directing the 
advertising expenditure of the seven hundred millions per 
year this country spends in advertising than from any other 
class. ; 

They look upon it as due to their personal self-respect not 
to take orders from employes who think commercial honesty 
is any different from personal honor. 


\ny advertising man with sense enough and brains enough 
and experience enough to be worth even two thousand dollars 
a year knows, even from the negative standpoint of “honesty is 
the best policy,” that misrepresentation doesn’t pay.

HOLD CONVENTION. 


[Note It is believed that the work of the short 
hand writer has much to do with office appliances In 
the stage-coach days, when business enterprises were 
relatively small, few men employed stenographers. But 
the pressure of business has demanded that more and 
more work shall be done, and stenography, once the 
possession of the few, has gone hand in hand with the 





development of the typewriter. Business men now 
demand both accuracy and speed from typewriter oper- 
ators and likewise demand the same qualifications from 
the stenographers who are at the same tir the typ 
ists who transcribe their correspondence Associations 
of stenographers, stenographic speed contests and im 
provements in educational methods in this important 
commercial branch are of vast importance to 
business and professional mer users of office 
appliances Raising the standards all ong the line 
means more and better work, means increased capacity 
means more people reached, more goods sold, bigger 
factories to supply the goods. Office appliances men 
are entitled to know what is being done in the steno 
graphic profession to improve work of that army of men 
and women who are constantly coming into the minor 
positions, yet whose work, when well done, is of such 


vital advantage to the employer.] 

The thirty-sixth annual convention of the 
New York State Stenographers’ Associa- 
tion was held at the Press Club in New

In his annual address the president 
made several important suggestions, among 
which were: That the Civil Service Com 
mission adopt a percentage marking system 
similar to that used in the speed contests; 
that the Public ——— Commission Law be 
modified so as to provide adequate mpen 


sation tor et ath on employ- 
ment is provided for under the law; that 


the payment of substitutes sh e pr 

vided for when the official stenographer is 
unavoidably absent; that reporters should 
receive equal salaries in courts of like 
grade throughout the borough f New 
York City; that an employment bureau be 


instituted, covering the state; that the next 
meeting of the association be held up-state 
and that the expenses of the convention, at 
future meetings, should be borne by those 
attending and not by local members

clause of the law regarding court stenogra- 
phers and reporters should be awarded by 
the Board of Examiners to all official su 
preme court and general sessions reporters,

Service practically uniform in its excel- 
lence characterizes the modern typewriting 
machine, but this eminence has been 
achieved only by a comparatively laborious 
evolutionary process. 

Much of the work of a typewriter de- 
pends on the platen. This appears to be 
the simplest part of the machine—it would 
seem that an ordinary piece of rubber could 
be wrapped around the cylinder and give 
good service.

GLOBE-WERNICKE CO.”S BOSTON 
OFFICE BURNED OUT. 


On the afternoon of January 9th the 
branch store of the Globe-Wernicke Com- 
pany, at 91-93 Federal Street, Boston,, 
Mass., was badly damaged by fire which is 
said to have originated in the basement 
which contained a large stock of merchan- 
dise, consisting of office furniture. 

The fiames spread rapidly and attacked 
adjoining buildings. The total loss is re- 
ported to have been in the neighborhood of 
$80,000. The Globe-Wernicke Company’s 
loss on merchandise destroyed amounted 
to about $40,000, which is well covered with 
insurance. The ground floor salesroom was 
not entirely destroyed by flames, but there 
was a large loss by water and such articles 
as were not entirely destroyed, have been 
disposed of at the temporary store at 186 
Devonshire Street, which was rented for a 
fire sale. 

One of the interesting features of the fire 
was the examination that was afterwards 
made of the steel filing cabinets and the 
Cabinet safes which are manufac- 
tured by this company. The fire in the 
basement warehouse was extremely intense. 
burning the massive oak and mahogany fur- 
niture so that nothing was left but a charred 
mass, and the heavy beams and joists of 
the ceiling were burned through to such 
an extent that there was grave danger of 
the floor above collapsing. The steel filing 
cabinets and the Globe Cabinet safes were 
in the hottest part of this fire, and while 
the exterior enamel was burned off entirely 
and the steel itself became white hot, their 
double wall construction with air pocket 
between proved its heat retarding qualities; 
as is shown by the fact that the interior 
walls were not greatly affected by the heat, 
and the enamel on them was not destroyed 

Another point of interest is the fact that 
although these steel articles were at a white 
heat they withstood the shock of the fire- 
men pouring cold water over them without 
bursting open, which frequently happens 
with safes of ordinary construction. Hav- 
ing the goods pass satisfactorily through 
an enormous fire of such intensity is a far 
better test of the fire resisting qualities of 
the large Globe line than a bonfire or a 
shanty test which is reported to have been 
other manufacturers of similar

Carbon Papers. 

There are those who seem to have the 
idea that carbon is a simple sheet of paper 
with a certain coating put on with a brush, 
and it can be done under any conditions 
and by almost any one. The old system 
ff hand coating has been superseded by 
perfected machinery which, on account of 
the ability to produce absolute uniformity, 
makes the sheet of carbon as manufactured 
today, considerably better than that pro- 
duced under the old system of manufac- 
ture. 

While carbon paper machinery is not in 
itself essentially complex, the use of the 
machinery requires the greatest skill. In- 
ompetence or lack of skill in handling the 
machinery may destroy the virtue of the 
which, to a casual observer, seems 
perfect. That is to say, that a sheet of car- 
bon which has all the appearance of perfec- 
on might have been spoiled in the making 
by a varying temper- 
ature in the machin- 
ery. 

Practically the 
same conditions of 
experimental ex- 
pense apply in the 
manufacture of car- 
bons as are to be 
found in the making 
of ribbons. 

To devise a for- 
mula for a first-class 
carbon paper _in- 
volves experiment 
by experts, the fa- 
cilities of a properly 
equipped laboratory 
and the expenditure 
of time and money.
